CONSTITUTION AND RULES OF ORDER 


Article |. This organization shall be known as the 
Rutherford, Polk and McDowell Sunday School Mission- 
ary Convention of North Carolina. 

Article Il. The object of this Convention shall be 
the fostering of the Kingdom of Christ and the W. U. 
A. in every way it can. 

Article Hil. Each Sunday School belonging to this 
Convention shall send annually to this Convention de- 
legates with twenty-five cents per scholar for  repre- 
senting fee education and minutes. All quarterly Con- 
ventions shall be represented by paying $1.50. 

Article IV. The Recording Secretary and General 
Superintendent may receive such salary for their serv- 
ices as may be agreed upon at each annual session, 
provided other officers may receive a donation out of 
appreciation for meritorious service. 

Article. V. The Treasurer shall not pay: out. “any 
money except by order of the President. 

Article VI. This Convention shall empower’ the 
general field worker to look after the welfare of the 
Baptists in the respective districts, to hold meetings 
and organized Sunday Schools where needed, to see 
that the schools are supplied wih proper lesson helps, 
and also urge them to contribute to the Convention. 

Article VII. Any Sunday School belonging to this 
Convention failing to send delegates money or letter for 
the expenses of the Convention for two successive 
years shall be dropped. 

Article VIII. Any Sunday School wishing to with- 
draw from this Convention shall make it known = one 
year before withdrawal. 

Article IX. The constitution may be changed by 
two-thirds of the members present. 

Article X. The President shall give a lecture on 
religious matters at the close of each annual session. 

Article XI. No church or Sunday School shall set 
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any meeting on 5th Sundays that will conflict with 
that of the quarterly Convention. 

Article XII. All money raised in quarterly Con- 
ventions shall go for educational purposes. 

Article XIII. All ordained ministers shall bring to 
this Convention twenty-five cents for education. Dele- 
gates admitted free. 

Article XIV. This Convention shall not attempt to 
settle difficulties that may exist between churches’ or 
leaders. 

Article XV. All committees shall do _ their work 
during recess of this body and shall not absent them- 
selves from this body except by permission from the 
chair. 

Article XVI. No member shall speak more than 
five minutes nor more than twice on the same subject 
until all have spoken who wish to speak, without per- 
mission from the chair. 


Article XVII. All money collected in the annual 
Convention shall go for education after expenses have 
been paid. 


Article XVIII. The Minutes of this Convention 
shall be printed and mailed to each Sunday School at 
least 60 days after each session. The Convention 
Minutes shall be separate from those of the Association 
and each Secretary shall have their own Minutes 
printed. 

Article XIX. The quarterly Convention shall pay 
av each sitting: President, $1.50; Secretary, $1.00; 
Speaker, $1.00; Total, $3.50. 

Article XX. All appropriations in annual Conven- 
tions shall be paid on Saturday.
